Southern Union College 
Graduates Forty Students 

Thirty-eight students received the 
degree of Associate in Arts and two 
students received certificates in Com- 
mercial Science at the 1960 commence- 
ment exercises of The Southern Union 
College. 

The graduates and their families and 
friends of the institution heard Dr. Ir- 
vine S. Ingram, retiring president of 
West Georgia College, Carrollton, Ga., 
deliver the baccalaureate sermon on 
"Achieving One's Potential." 

The Southern Union Choir and the 
two special vocal groups, the girls trio 
and the boys quartet, under the direc- 
tion of Miss Grace Crump, provided 
special music for the religious service 
in the morning and the commencement 
activities in the afternoon. 

Dr. Lyman V. Ginger, Dean of the; 
College of Education of the University 
of Kentucky, delivered the commence- 
ment address at the 2 o'clock exercises. 
He reminded the graduates that life is 
filled with choices, and that their de- 
cisions in the future will be meaning- 
ful for themselves and for society and 
history. 

At the morning service a set of com- 
munion bread trays, a set of offering 
plates, and a new lectern were present- 
ed and dedicated to the memory of Rev. 
John Dollar, well-known and beloved 
minister of the Congregational Christ- 
ian fellowship, who died several years 
ago.

How One Church Does It 

In 1958 the First Congregational 
Christian Church of Everett, Pennsyl- 
vania, gave $6,151 to Our Christian 
World Mission. Here are some ques- 
tions we asked the Rev. Paul Getting- 
er, pastor of this 3 15 -member church, 
and his answers: 

How did this emphasis on the mission 
of the church develop in Everett? 

First, Everett has been served by 
some wonderful ministers, all of whom 
have been deeply committed to the 
Church and its mission. When Dr. Carl 
Dille went to Africa soon after leaving 
the parish, this had a great effect on 
members in Everett. Another minister, 
Dr. James R. Clinton, was a Home Mis- 
sion secretary. 

There have been laymen who have 
been just as deeply committed to the 
mission of the Church. A deaconess 
who wanted to go as a missionary, but 
unable because of health, has labored 
faithfully by word and deed to inspire 
others. 

How do you keep the Church's mis- 
sion before your people and at the 
heart of your program? 

The church school is vital in our 
missionary education. Each month we 
have a mission presentation in every 
department. An offering for Our Christ- 
ian World Mission, as well as for the 
work of the local church, is received 
each Sunday in the church school. 

How do individuals decide what to 
give? 

Tithing has always been taught as a 
good guiding principle. In recent years 
a few laymen have considered 20 per 
cent of their income a fair tithe. One 
older lady on relief who has been bed- 
fast for some time because of a stroke, 
still sees that her tithe is brought to 
the church each month. The spirit of 
stewardship runs deep in many families. 

How do your people decide to use 
the money they give to the church? 

They look at the whole Church to 
see where they can best use their mo- 
ney. They are convinced that "appor- 
tionment giving" is the wisest decision. 
In recent years they have been chal- 
lenged with the need of spending as 
much on others as they do on them- 
selves.
